Chefoo Oct. 20.~Tbi' most important re- 
cent events at Port -Vrthur include the 
eaiHure by Japanese of .further minor po- 
sitions near the Rlhlung mountains and 
severe <lamage of a Japanese torpedo boat 
destroyer fty sti'lklng a, float ing mine. Aií^ 
eordipg to Chlnse advice's, which reached 
here to day the Japanese made asault on 
the remaining outer worlts of the Tlcli- 
lung mountains ¿it dawn of Oct. s but 
were repulsed. 
The following day .the 
Russians made an attack on the JapaYi- 
ose trenches and they were In turn ré- 
>pul.sed. The Japanese., Immediately fol- 
lowed with another as.sault resulting in 
the capture of an iron railroad bridge, 
which is 500 yard.s from the main fortress.;
